Canada has come a long way sin- 
ce the last war in developing a fis 
cai system of equality in citizenship 
and its attendant reeponsibilities. 
As announced in the first war bud- 
get, this war, in as far as Canada is 
concerned, will be financed as far 
aa practicable on a “pay as you go” 
basis, and paid for by all on the 
general basis of ability to pay. It 
would be impossible to tax for the 
entire cost of swinging the program 
into action without tending to ham- 
per initiative, lessen efficiency and 
retard the expansion of production 
and national income, Tax revenue, 
therefore, mu 8 t be supplemented 
through borrowing by means of 
domestic bond flotations, 

It may, too, be taken for granted 
that there will be no “tax free” 
‘bonds in this war, that will grav- 
itate to afew holdera and enable 
thew to minimize their income tax- 
es. Nor will there be any dupli- 
cation of the abnormal protite from 
war materials witnessed during the 
last war, The safeguard against 
this is the Excess Profits Tax, en- 
acted at the special war session of 
the Canadian Parliament. 

It is indicated that the forthcom- 
ing war loan will have bonds as 
low as $50 in denomination and it 
is the hope of the Minister of Fin-

ance, Hon. J. L. Ralston, K. Uy 
that svery Canadian will become a 
creditor to the Qanadian Govyern- 
ment through his or her ownership 
of a Government bond. A creditor 
relationship of every citizen with 
his government isan assurance of 
g00d government and of good citi- 
zenship.

1940 Outlook 
Bright Says 


. Insurance Head 
. ae Is Gaining 


Momentum Declares President, 
Canadian Life Officers 


Montreal: Confidence that life insur 
ance would share in the general business 
improvement awaiting Canada in 1940 
was expressed today by Arthur P. Earle, 
President of the Canadian Life Insurance 
Officers Association, and President of the 
Montreal Life Insurance Company. 

Interviewed on the life insurance accom- 
plishment of the past year and prospects 
for the next 12 months, Mr Earle referred 
also to the steps taken to safeguard the 
interests of Canadian policyholders since 
the outbreak of the war, and gave a brief 
resume of the present business outlook 
with special emphasis on the healthy state 
of the institution of life insurance in 
Canada. 

The total new business written this 
year by insurance companies i n Canada 
is estimated to reach $650 000,000, Mr. 
Earle announced; total insurance in force 
about $6 700,000,000, while the totay 
amount paid to policyholders and bene- 
ficiaries exceeded $150,000,000. These 
totals, Mr. Earle emphasized, were exclus- 
ive of fraternal insurance, and compared 
most favourably with the corresponding 
figures for 1938. 

“General business conditions through- 
out Canada are better than was the case 
a year ago,” Mr Earle told the press. 
“Continuaul improvement is in evidence 
in all directions. Unemployment has 
lessened consi erably through increased 
industrial activity and thrvugh enrollment 
into military service. 

“Field crops were uniformly good in 
1939 and prices enhanced. Mineral pro- 
duction was at record levels, The pulp 
and paper industry has benefitted greatly 
since the outbreak of war, lay gely by cur- 
tailment of shipments from t’he Scandina- 
vian countries, In short,“* summed up 
the Presid nt of the Life Officers Associ- 
ation, ‘Canada seems heade d for a per.od 

of genuine prosperity and the outlook 
for the life insurance bnsiy iesg in 1940 is 
distinctly good.‘' 


Turning to the war. Mr. Earle reviewed 
the steps taken to protect ‘the interests of 
all Canadian policybniders , civilian and 
military alike, following tl 1e outbreak of 
hostilities in September, 


the war clause now incorporated in alj 
new policies issued, pointing out that it 
was the view of life insurance compani s 
transacting business in the Dominion that 
they should act uniform!. on the basis of 
the best experience and judgment avail- 
able, 

“After careful consideration,“ said Mr, 
Earle, “and with a view to the safeguard- 
ing of Canada’s enviable insurance 
structure, a War and Aviatio clause was 
adopted, with the following provisions; 

‘N extra premiums for military or 
naval service in Canada, excluding 
aviation. Insured has option of paying 
required extra premium for service outside 
Canada, excluding aviation. If extia 
premium is not paid and desth occurs 
while ser. ing outside Canada or within 
six months after return to Canada, all 
Premiums paid will be returned with 3 
Per cent interest compounded annually. 
Those who engage in aviation service in 
Canada have similar remium option, 
but no option is granted to pay extra 
premium t» cover aviation hazards while 
serving outside Cafiada. Extra premiums 
run from $10, to $90 annually p-r $1000 
of insurance, according to nature of 
service, Of course, these restrictions 
apply only to new policies. Old policies 
Carry no restrictions guverning military 
or naval service.“ 

Alluding t» Canada‘s war effort, Mr. 
Earle declared, ‘‘When the British Empire 
goes to war, Canada strides shoulder to 
shoulder with British Tommies. Canada 
had pledged to Great Britian her whole- 
hearted support and co-operation in the 
Prosecution of the fight to ciush Hi ler- 
ism and so rid the world of it s greatest 
menace, The first Canadian Division has 
arrived in England, and will be followed 
by other Divisions as occasion demands, 
A substantial body of Canadians is now 
serving in the Roval Air Force and thous- 
ands of others are training for such ser: 
vice. Perhaps Canada’s most usefu; 
contribution to the Allied cause wil] be 
the constant flow to England and France 
of food and materials. 


“There was little change in the invest- 
ment picture during 1939 as ‘affecting life 
insurance companies‘', continued Mr: 
Earle, “and it seems likely that interest 
earnings will be fully maintained at 1938 
levels. Loans under the National Hous- 
ing Act showed a marked increase over 
those made in the preceeding year: The 
rate of interest realized by lending 
institutions on National Housing Act 
loans is 5 2-3 percent, The new regula:
